Our Government Fias made it clear that the United States 
intends to hold onto the Pacific islands taken from the Japs. The 
reason: they are essential to our defense. 

This is a much different attitude from the one we held to for 
many years before World War 11. In those days we even re¬ 
fused to fortify Guam for fear of offending the Japs. Mean- 
wh' e the Japs were not hesitant about offending us as they 
proceeded with the construction of heavy millfary installations on 
mandated islands under their control. 

The result was that when war came Guam was quickly engulfed 
and if cost us the lives of thousands of our young men to regain 
it. Even though there is no threat against us from the West 
at this time we simply don't want to hold the door open for a 
possible future attack.
